In the fall of 1960, the Stu- 
dent Council petitioned the SFRB 
for an interpretation of the ASB 
Constitution in regard to grades 
being maintained during the term 
of office. Using the power in- 
vested by the. constitution in 
Article VII, Section 4, Clause D 
which states “The SFRB shall 
have the power to interpret the 
Associate Students onstitu- 
tion,’’ SFRB ruled on the mat- 
ter. 


The Student Council minutes 
of Dec. 6, 1960, state that the 
SFRB rendered two interpreta- 
tions which. pertain to the ques- 
tion. Namely— 


1. The members of the Stu- 
dent Council dre to main- 
tain a grade point average 
of 2.0. 

The mid-term grades are 
the determining factor as to 
whether or not the grade 
point average of 2.0 is be- 
ing maintained. 

Six members of the Student 
Council have been holding office 
since Nov. 10, 1961 (mid-term) 
with grades below a recorded 2.0.

Qualification is the key 
word for all interested col- 
lege students who could 
benefit from many of the 
scholarships offered 
through Santa Ana College. 


Who Qualifies? 

If you are a regular day stu- 
dent who is a child of an Orange 
County bricklayer or masonry 
contractor and who is a legal res- 
ident of Orange County, you 
have one of the qualifications to 
apply for the Masonry Contrac- 
tors of Orange County Scholar- 
ship. Other considerations to 
qualified candidates are: a stu- 
dent in architecture, structural] 
engineering, construction man- 
agement, need and ability. The 
Masonry Contractory Award fur- 
nished for $500 a year for two 
years. 

Peek Family Award 

Next is the Peek Family Schol- 
arship Award presented to an 
outstanding graduating student 
majoring in public administrat- 
ion, government service or politi- 
eal science. This award is worth 
$500 and renewable for a second 
year. 

Offered to male physical sci- 
ence, math or business adminis- 
tration majors the Sulley-Miller 
Scholarship supplies $500 a se- 
mester for four semesters. 


The Business and professional 
Women’s Club Award provides 
$100 to a woman student judged 
to be outstanding in scholarship, 
leadership, and indication of suc- 
cess in her chosen career. 

A $100 scholarship that is 
offered to a promising freshman 
or sophomore woman student is 
acquired through the Altrusa 
Club Scholarship. 

Nealley Award 

Edward M. Nealley, a former 
instructor of psychology and 
philosophy, has established a 
scholarship award of $50 to a 
graduating sophomore who best 
exemplifies the qualities admired 
in him. Students soliciting for 
the E.M. Nealley Scholarship 
award should have some of the 
suggested criteria to fill the re- 
quirements of the scholarship. 
They are; unassuming fellowship 
and willingness to share know- 
ledge with others, a religious per- 
son, a constructive liberal view- 
point, an interest in philosophy 
and psychology and a well in- 
tegrated person. 

Soropimist Award 

Finally the Soroptimist Schol- 
arship is presented a woman gra- 
duating who is judged most likely 
to succeed in her chosen field 
and plans to continue her educa- 
tion. From those applying for the 
award two or three scholarships 
of $125 will be awarded.

A holiday air reigned at this 
week’s Council meeting, and a 
good time was had by all, even 
those who were trying to figure 
out what was going on. 

The meeting got off to a con- 
fusing start when half the Coun- 
cil tried to meet in Seminar 12, 
the scheduled meeting place, 
while the other half met in Semi- 
nar 11. The “other half’? won, 
but the confusion continued. 

A discussion arose over the 
policy of giving publicity to off- 
campus activities. So far this 
semester all requests for this type 
of publicity have been granted 
Council. 

By-laws Changed 

The main topic of discussion 
was the revising of the ASB Con- 
stitution By-laws. Roger Ellis, 
chairman of a special revision 
committee, recommended 21 
changes, a number of which were 
acted upon; thereby racking up 
an impressive amount of votes 
taken during a single meeting. 

The only “hot potato” of the 
changes involved the elimination 
of flag twirlers from the SAC 
Pep Squad. Discussion for the 
move brought out the facts that

flag twirlers were considered 
“high school stuff” and they 
were also called superflous on 
the playing field. The other side 
of the story is that flag twirlers 
are a tradition at SAC and that 
merely because their perfor- 
mance this year was not as good 


-as could be expected, the office 
-should not be eliminated. 


Council’s favorite remedy for 
touchy situations, the suggestion 
to postpone the issue indefi- 
nitely, was raised, but was frown- 
upon by President Comp. 

A majority vote in favor of 
the elimination was short of the 
necessary two-thirds needed to 
amend the By-laws, so the motion 
was defeated. President Comp 
then set aside parliamentary pro- 
cedure by throwing the question 
open to further discussion. As 
a result that segment of 
the meeting was declared to be 
“out of order” by Parliamentar- 
ian Fred Paar. 

Other By-law revisions that 
were passed included one to 
give the ASB President specific 
authority to appoint a parliamen- 
tarian (Council appointed a par- 
liamentarian several weeks ago, 
without this authority) ; designa- 
ted that any student may make 
an appeal to the SFRB; changed 
“final” elections to “runoff”; 
and made_ several _ technical 
changes affecting the Pep Squad. 

Brothérhood Reigns 

Other old business saw the 
withdrawal by the Veterans Club 
of their motion made last week 
asking Council to reverse its de- 
cision of apportioning funds 


from football program sales. 
Francis Lovering, Vets Club 
member, said that the differ- 


ences between his club and Circle 
K had been resolved. To prove it, 
the two clubs are working toge- 
ther on decorations for the 
Christmas formal. 

New Appointments 

Under new business Kris Bell- 
insime was appointed Freshman 
Class President, filling the va- 
cancy created by Bob Kauth’s 
resignation. Kauth had recom- 
mended Peggy Stage for the po- 
sition. 

Also appointed was Tom Tul- 
iar as AMS President for the rest 
of the semester, and Susan Get- 
temy, Dave Clark and Eddie 
Cleveland as new cheerleaders.
